LONDON, May 2h.—iAustria has 
struck first with her navy and air- 
ereft along Maly's east coast; Italy 
promptly countered by. throwing «a 
considerable body of trocips across the 
northeastern frontier and, occupying a 
stretch of Austrian territéry along the 
river Isonzo. Thus, although Field 
Marshall Von Hindenburg, who has 2 
reputation for forcing matters, is re- 
ported to be in command of the Aus- 
tro-German troops along the new 
front, Italy, in a sense, has forestalled 
him. ‘Rome officially announces that 
the Italians haye occupied a number 
of comparatively important towns 
and have compelled the Austrians to 
retreat. This, in brief, summarizes 
the first 36 hours of the newest phase 
of the widened European conflict, 
The rpid stroke of the = Itatiun 
army would seem to bespeak a long 
preparation, bearing out what the 
press of the allied countries contended 
months 2g0, that Italy would throw 
in her lot with the entente and was 
only waiting for an opportune time. 
Two Italian Movements Under Way. 
Rome's first bulletin dealing with 
the movements of the army indicates 
that two movements are undgr way— 
one to the northward. toward the 
Carnic Alps, the other through the 
region of Friull, ostensibly aimed at 
Trieste and the Ietrian, peninsula, 
Cenvergno, one of the Austrian towns 
occupied by the Malians, is only about 
ten miles inland from the ulf of 
Trieste, Both thrusts should develop 


severe fighting. 


Just as italy lightly characterized 
Monday's Austrian raids along her 
coast, so Austria characterizes the 


skirmishes. While today’s Rome of- 
ficial communication laid stress = on 
the Italian rush across the border, the 
official statement from Vienna Ignores 
it and gives details of the Austrinn 
swoop on the Italian coast, enumer- 
ating the damage and emphasizing the 
slight Italian resistance. 
Germans Claim Advances. 

The Germans’ claims for the day 
embrace advances on the east and the 
weat, notably around -Yipres and north 
of Przemysl.

MISSING WITNESS WAS 
TOLD NOT TO RETURN 


Tells of Big Payment by Provin-

Winnipeg, Muay 25-—Authentic in- 
formation about the missing William
